The hygienic objection <o 
earth burial has been ignored rather 
than combated—in fact, many intolli- 
gent people who would, still insist ou 
the old morio of burial in the case of 
their own relatives would nevertheless 
admit that the ooutentidn of the orema- 
tionista rests on a Basis of faot. 


Buf in ,an address thej other day at a 


Hooting of thq British Institate of PuU- 
lic Haaltn Sir Francis Seymour Hadon 
took issue with tho CTemationists on 
that very point. He declared in the 
strongest language that earth burial, if 
proporly conducted, can never endanger 
the health of the living, and carried tho 
%yar into Africa by assorting that cromar 
tion is itself insanitary, and therefore 
so serious a moiiaoo to tho public health 
that it ought to ho proliibitod by law. 
Tho earth, he maintained, is tho one 
great pnriflor and renovator. 
There re- 


sides in tho soil tho chemical power of 
forming now and innocuous combina. 
taons out of tho poisonous and miasmatic 
snhstancps buried in it. Not only that, 
bnt tho 'earth nobds to ho enriched by 
tho restoration to it of doad matter, 
whose substance was drawn from it by 
the protoplasmic energy of life. 
So 


that, if all tho effete residuum of the 
world woro to bo bnrnod, tho earth 
would soon bo deprived, according to 
Sir Francis, of tho chemical > olcmonta 
that support lifo, and all life would 
'cease. 


It would norhapH bo the wisest courso 


for outsiders to lot the distinguished 
English soieujtist and tho cromationists 
flght this question out, as indeed in all 
likelihood they will. It is pertinent to 
observe, however, that it is not tho 
purely speculative question that it may 
seem to bo at first. It has a practical 
application as well. If tho contention of 
Sir Seymour Hadon is true, then the 
system of burning garbage; so frequent- 
ly advocated and in many cities adopt- 
ed, is unwise, for it is destroying vain- 
able nutrient elements that ought to bo 
returned to tho soil. On tho flame theory 
the practice of throwing tho garbage 
into tho sea, in vogue in this city, is 
even more vicious, so far as its effect on 
tho soil is concerned. As will be seen, 
therefore, the question nore raised is one 
of tho greatest practical interest and im- 
portance and should bo carefully con- 
sidered by all cities "that contemplate 
tho burning of their garbage —Now 
York Tribune.
